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10 The vertical members 20 and 30 have screw holes 25 and 26 formed 
through them at the middle position between the upper and lower 
horizontal piece portions 21 and 31, respectively and the screws b 
extend through the screw holes 25 and 26 and are threadedly 
engaged into the wall W whereby the upper and lower vertical 

15 members 20 and 30 are securely mounted on the wall W while they 
are superposed one on another. The upper and lower vertical 
members 20 and 30 may be slidably mover to each other in use, In 
use, but in order that the screws b are able to extend through the 
screw holes 25 and 35 even though the centers of them are shifted 

20 to each other, one or both of the screw holes 25 and 26 may have a 
diameter larger than that of the screws b or may be elongated in 
the vertical direction. In the illustrated embodiment, the screw 
hole 25 has a little larger diameter.

As shown in Figs. 2(a) and 2(b), when the shelf bracket unit 1 
having the aforementioned construction should be used, the upper 
vertical member 20 of the upper half body 2 and the lower vertical 
member 30 of the lower half body 3 are continuously moved in an

upper or lower direction in a slidable manner so that the distance 
between the upper horizontal member 21 and the lower horizontal 
member 31 can be adjusted to the thickness (LI or L2 indicated in 
the drawings) of the shelf board S. At that time, since the 
5 protrusion 23 of the upper vertical member 20 is engaged with the 
engagement groove 33 of the lower vertical member 30, the lower 
vertical member 30 and the upper vertical member 20 can freely 
move in a slidable manner until the protrusion 23 engages the 
upper or lower edge of the engagement groove 33. Thus, the unit 

10 can be adapted for a variation in the thickness of the shelf board S 
within the range where they can move. Fig. 2(a) illustrates the case 
in which the unit has the narrowest distance between the 
horizontal members 21 and 31 while Fig. 2(b) illustrates the case in 
. which it has the widest distance between them. In this manner, 

15 after the distance between the upper and lower horizontal 
members 21 and 31 is adjusted to the thickness of the shelf board S, 
the upper and lower vertical members 20 and 30 are secured to 
each other by engaging the screws b into the wall whereby the 
distance between the upper and lower horizontal members 21 and 

20 31 can be set at a predetermined position and therefore the 
distance between the upper and lower horizontal members 21 and 
31 is never changed after its installation,
